When recounting this story of 
the meeting. with Goschen,, Sir

ROMAN URN FOUND AT YORK. 


A Cemetery Site? 
. 

A suggestion that there was a 
Roman cemetery alongside the road 
north out of York before the year 
A.D. 250 Is strengthened by the 
discovery, during building excava- 
tions now proceeding in what was 
once the late Mr. Joseph Rowntree’s 
uarden, In Raweliffe Lane, Clifton, 
of three pieces of Roman pottery. 
One of the specimens consists of a 
grey cinerary urn which was filled 
with calcined bones.” The two other 
vessels are fine specimens of red 
screw neck flagons, one of which had 
two grooves on the handle, which 
Mr. Philip Corder,’ antiquary and 
master at Bootham School, asserts 
can confidently be dated to the 
second century.

THE, HOLY WELL AT 
YORK MINSTER. 


Antiquary Says It 
Never Existed.. 


A suggestion that the York 
Minster authorities have organised 
pilgrimages to the site of an alleged 
historical and sacred place in the 
Minster which never exieted was 
made by the Rev. Angelo Raine, of 
York, the well-known antiquary, in 
a lecture at York on the city’s early 
churches. He was referrring to 
Holy Well, to which much space is 
devoted by Canon Bell, Precentor 
of the Minster, in his recent book. 

During recent excavations in the 
erypt there was discovered the top 
of what looked like. a holy—water 
stoup, which, It was said, was the 
font at which the pagan Northum- 
brian King Edwin waa baptised by 
Paulinus in 627.
